Future of Norton's shop secured 
thanks to £9k grant from council

THE future of the village shop in Norton-Sub- 
Hamdon has been secured, helped by a grant from 
South Somerset District Council of £9,436 to the 
Norton Community Land Trust (CLT), which has 
leased the shop premises. 

The post office and shop has provided a vital 
local service for many years, supporting Norton it¬ 
self and the nearby villages of Chiselborough and 
West Chinnock. The retirement of the owner led 
to a local review of the future provision of a village 
shop and post office but a grant from the district 
council now means the facility can remain open, 
largely run by volunteers. 

Liz Maunder, secretary of the CLT, said “We are 
very grateful to the district council, not only for 
the award of the grant, which was an enormous 
boost to the project, but also for the support of of¬ 
ficers and councillors, in particular Councillor 


Sylvia Seal who opened the shop for us.” 

Councillor Seal added: “I am so proud of the 
achievements by local residents and the Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust and the future looks bright for this 
valuable village enterprise. The CLT researched 
other community managed shops, prepared a 
sound business plan and kept the community in¬ 
volved at all stages ” 

Councillor Shane Pledger, chairman of South 
Somerset District Council Area North Committee, 
which awarded the grant, commented: “The coun¬ 
cil believes in supporting innovative communities 
which want to help themselves. In Norton-sub- 
Hamdon we have supported the efforts of the vol¬ 
unteers to save the shop for local residents, local 
producers and suppliers, and of course the employ¬ 
ment and training on offer within the shop itself.”

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Children's centres across South Somerset 


deemed 'inadequate' by Ofsted inspectors 


SOMERSET County Council last week received a “dis¬ 
appointing” Ofsted inspection report into children’s 
centre services in South Somerset. 

Inspectors found the services to be “inadequate” and 
the council is now following up recommendations 
made in their report as part of its commitment to im¬ 
prove services for children across the board. 

The report was published as the county council also 
announced that a new interim director of children’s 
services (DCS) will start at the authority this week. 

Rose Collinson will take on the role for a short period 
until a permanent appointment to the DCS is made 
early in the New Year. Improving performance in chil¬ 
dren’s centre services will be her key responsibility. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
children’s services, said: “This report is obviously very 
disappointing for everyone, including the staff them¬ 
selves. We are looking closely at all the points raised 
and making the necessary improvements. 

“We had already identified many of the issues our¬ 
selves - for example the need to target services more 
at those in most need - and taken steps to address them 
through the recent restructuring of services.” 

In the summer the council reorganised its Early Years 
services, which included a re-structure of children’s 
centre services into “getset”, a new approach to provid¬ 
ing all the help and support available to children, young 


people and families. 

Ofsted had previously praised the “getset” concept at 
children’s centres and this will continue to be part of 
the solution for centres in South Somerset. 

Councillor Nicholson added: “With ‘getset’ services 
I believe we have plans to take these services forward 
and will be working with the new interim DCS to do 
this until a permanent appointment is made as soon as 
possible.” 

The inspectors found some families who benefitted 
greatly from centre services and described the support 
as a “lifeline”. Inspectors also commented that access 
to services was helped by the sessions delivered outside 
the centres and in the community. 

However, significant findings in the report included 
that not enough people, particularly in priority groups, 
are using the services; records of family support work 
is poor and play sessions are poorly planned. The report 
highlighted some safety concerns - inspectors found a 
gate was left open at one centre, and some parents were 
allowed to take photos within the centres. 

“These safeguarding issues are valid and we have 
taken steps to put things right, but they are the lower 
end of the scale,” commented Councillor Nicholson. 

The inspection covered Birchfield, Reckleford and 
Oaklands Children’s Centres in Yeovil, Little Marsh 
Children’s Centre in Ilchester and Chard Children’s 


Council and MP welcome promise to revamp A303 


PRIME Minister David Cameron’s promise to revamp 
the A303 as part of a £15billion “roads revolution” has 
been welcomed by Somerset County Council. 

However, county council leader John Osman and 
deputy leader David Hall have pressed the government 
to commit to the “whole route” improvement pro¬ 
gramme needed to seriously upgrade the key road. 

They have urged the government to avoid a piecemeal 
approach to modernising the route, which they say 
would not be far-reaching enough. 

The key A303 trunk road links London and the South 
East to the South West through Wiltshire, Dorset, Som¬ 
erset and Devon. The Prime Minister says it is one of 
over 100 major road projects targeted for investment in 
December’s Autumn Statement, equalling “hundreds of 
extra lane miles on our motorways and trunk roads”. 

Councillor Osman said: “The A303 is a major arterial 
route connecting the capital with our beautiful county, 
and I warmly welcome the government’s announce¬ 
ment. 

“Yet, with a projected £2billion needed to improve the 
whole of the A303, and over 100 improvements to 
major roads proposed by the coalition, we will be push¬ 
ing the government to factor in the bigger picture of in¬ 
vestment needed to improve the whole route - 
generating a £41.6billion boost to UK economy and cre¬ 
ating over 21,000 jobs.” 

Councillor Hall added: “Improvements, such as du¬ 
alling the A303, have long-been called for as a solution 



for increasing traffic flow and tackling congestion on 
this busy, in-demand route. 

“But as one of the county’s vital arteries, the A303 
simply will not meet the demands of the 21st century 
unless the Government commits to a sustained, whole- 
route programme of improvements. 

“This means also investing in improving the A303’s 
key connecting roads or ‘swallow-tails’ - where it 
branches north along the A358 to Taunton, and the A30 
to Honiton - which are crucial for economic growth and 
resilience. 

“An intelligent scheme to tackling major congestion 
at Stonehenge also needs to be addressed as part of this 
bigger picture approach. 

“We, in tandem with our neighbouring county coun¬ 
cils, will be keeping the pressure on to ensure a future 
A303 meets the needs of our county and the South West 
region.” 

Local MP David Laws has also welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement that money will be set aside to improve the 
A303 in the upcoming Autumn Statement, to be deliv¬ 
ered on December 3rd. 

Mr Laws has been a long standing supporter of the 
campaign to dual the A303 east of the Blackdown Hills 
ever since he was elected to represent Yeovil in 2001. 
During that time he has also called for an extra carriage¬ 
way to be added to the stretch of the A358 running from 
Ilminster to the M5. 

Mr Laws met with both the Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin MP and the Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury, Danny Alexander MP, in the last two months 
to discuss the need for improvements to the A303 and 
A358 roads ahead of the Autumn Statement. Deputy 
Prime Minister Nick Clegg also visited the area last 
week to see first-hand the problems faced by motorists 
using the A303 road and to look at potential solutions

Centre. It also included the services provided at ‘getset’ 
centres in Crewkeme (Ashlands), Ilminster (lie Valley) 
and Langport (The Levels). Inspectors also looked at 
outreach work at a number of locations. 

The nurseries that share sites with some of the chil¬ 
dren’s Centres and getset centres did not form part of 
this inspection. 

District and county councillor for the Ilminster area, 
Linda Vijeh, commented: “Whilst the appointment of 
Rose Collinson is to be welcomed, the announcement 
of the recent Ofsted inspection is sadly of no surprise 
to me. 

“In my role as the cabinet support member for chil¬ 
dren's services I have been made aware of a high level 
of dissatisfaction in relation to both children's and adult 
social services, where in South Somerset there has been 
a particular, and I would suggest, widespread problem. 

“I am also being contacted increasingly by people 
from outside my own area about issues they are hav¬ 
ing. 

“The current situation is not something that has oc¬ 
curred recently but is more a case of long term failure, 
heightened by the difficulties of recruiting staff of the 
appropriate calibre. Solutions will not be found 
overnight, but in the meantime we must all be vigilant 
in the pursuit of protecting the vulnerable in our com¬ 
munities with the utmost vigour.” 


CONCERNS over short-term financial problems at 
Yeovil District Hospital NHS Foundation Trust have 
led to health regulator Monitor opening an inves¬ 
tigation. 

The trust has been developing longer-term plans 
to improve how it works and to integrate care 
across South Somerset by working with organisa¬ 
tions including social services and GPs. However, 
its short-term financial position has deteriorated. 

Monitor wants to understand exactly why the 
trust is making bigger losses than planned and 
what can be done to help fix it. It also wants to find 
out what could be done to secure the trust's short¬ 
term finances so it can best deliver its longer-term 
plans. 

Paul Streat, regional director at Monitor, said: 
"The trust is developing plans to deliver better care 
for patients by integrating services across South 
Somerset. 

"Our investigation will look at the trust's short¬ 
term finances and see how they can be improved 
to best support its long-term plans." 

No decision has been made by Monitor on 
whether action will be needed. Monitor will an¬ 
nounce the outcome of its investigation once it is 
completed.

to these problems with local business leaders. 

Mr Laws said: “Here in the South West, and in Yeovil 
in particular, we have spent many years telling people 
that the A303 road needs to be improved, for our local 
businesses and for everybody who relies on this trans¬ 
port link. 

“The only way to deal with the awful congestion 
which causes motorists terrible delays on a regular basis 
is to invest in the road and dual the entire length of the 
A303 east of the Blackdown Hills. 

“I am delighted that, with the Liberal Democrats in 
government, we have finally been heard and that money 
will be set aside in the Autumn Statement to improve 
the road and tackle a problem which has gone on for far 
too long. 

“The other two major parties failed miserably when 
it came to improving the A303 and the A358. The Con¬ 
servatives did nothing and actually made matters worse 
by building the Ilminster bypass with only one lane each 
way and with a poor quality, noisy road surface. Labour 
promised a lot under Tony Blair and Gordon Brown, but 
gave up on the principle after just two years and did 
nothing in 13 years of government. 

“Finally, with the Liberal Democrats in government, 
we will see much needed investment to improve the 
A303.1 know people in our area will be as excited as 
me by the prospect of this investment. I hope it will 
allow us to put in place a fully costed plan to dual the 
A303 east of the Blackdown Hills which, in time, will 
serve to boost our local economy and cut journey times 
on the A303 dramatically.”

UK's first natural swimming pond 


A CREWKERNE-based company is involved with 
the construction of what is said to be the UK’s first 
public natural swimming pond. 

Kingcombe Aquacare, which has bases in Crewk- 
eme and Hooke near Beaminster, Dorset, is working 
on the natural and chemical-free 411metre squared 
pool at a development at King’s Cross, London, in 
partnership with BIOTOP and contractors Carillion. 

Work is due to be completed by the end of the 
year, when the pond will then be given time to de¬ 
velop naturally, before its scheduled opening to the 
public as an arts and events space in Spring 2015. 

A company spokesperson said: “Natural swim¬ 
ming pools and ponds have been built in the UK 
since around 2008 but they have so far only been 
designed for private homes or hotels. 

“The King’s Cross natural swimming pond will be 
the first for the public to enjoy and it has been 
specifically designed to accommodate larger num¬ 
bers of daily swimmers. 

Kingcombe Aquacare MD John Colton added: 
“Our experienced team has built all sizes of pools, 
lakes and water features in a variety of locations, 
including roof gardens. 

“However, this will be our first public natural

swimming pond, so we are enjoying the challenge 
this project provides.

Concerts in the West 


Concert Review by Anthony Pither 

Elaine Ruby, clarinet and Daniel King Smith, piano 
at Ilminster Arts Centre on 31 October 

WHAT made this recital so special? There were a num¬ 
ber of reasons - a sense of occasion, being the final 
group in the 2014 series, the persuasive presence of the 
highly accomplished young clarinettist, Elaine Ruby 
and the well-planned and contrasting selection of 
pieces designed to please all tastes, from the very pop¬ 
ular Vocalise by Rachmaninov to the concise, exquisite 
but challenging Four Pieces Op 5 by Alban Berg, to the 
dazzling Fantasia on themes from Verdi's La traviata by 
Lovreglio, not to mention the opening with Brahms's E 
flat Sonata, one of several significant successes of his 
last years to include the clarinet. 

From the outset we experienced the full effect of 
Elaine and Daniel's instinctive feel for phrasing and 
widely contrasting highs and lows. A wide spectrum of 
dynamics was also the hallmark of the duo's perform¬ 
ance throughout and gradations in the use of piano 
were a speciality. 

The playing throughout was no less accomplished 
than we have come to expect from musicians selected 
by Catherine Hodgson, Concerts in the West Organiser. 
Indeed, Elaine's playing had such a degree of involve¬ 
ment, musicality and joy that the audience was capti¬ 
vated from the start. Daniel's experience was evident, 
his contribution always vital, often driving and strongly 
supportive. 

There was also a degree of novelty in including a 
rarely performed duo by the composer famed for his 
Jamaican Rumba, Arthur Benjamin. Written in 1958, 
two years before the composer's death, his Tombeau 
de Ravel proved to be very much alive. As Elaine said, 
the work has found a very special place in her heart, 
and there were a number of unexpected turns which 
the performers relished. 

We are pleased to report that Concerts in the West's 
2015 season, which will be its tenth anniversary, returns 
at the end of the first week in February with a piano 
recital by Martin Cousin, with music by Beethoven, 
Brahms, Liadov and Rachmaninov.

the batteries); regenerative braking, which tops up 
the batteries when coasting or slowing down; a 
unique air conditioning system which can be set to 
heat or cool only one side of the car when the driver 
is travelling alone; additional aerodynamic features 
beneath the car compared with the combustion-en¬ 
gined version; and super-low-rolling-resistance tyres, 
which can reduce energy consumption by as much 
as ten per cent over regular low-rolling-resistance 
tyres. 

Batteries mounted beneath the car 

The Soul EV's batteries have an energy storage ca¬ 
pacity of 27 kilowatt-hours - more than its competi¬ 
tors. They are mounted beneath the car in a special 
casing which protects them from stone or gravel 
damage and spray thrown up by the wheels. The 
ducts to heat and cool them are located beneath the 
rear passenger seats. 

The remainder of the electric drive components are 
mounted beneath the bonnet, where the internal 
combustion engine would normally be located. Be¬ 
cause an electric motor requires less cooling than a 
petrol or diesel engine, the front of the Soul EV has 
been blanked off where the radiator grille would nor¬ 
mally be found. This brings aerodynamic benefits.
